Beſides the number taken by their 2009. Buſſes, the Ho{lan- 
ders have above 406. other Veſlels, called Gaynes and Evers, 
which do take Herrings atT armouth and there (ell chem,and carry 
away ready money : They have yet 509, other Ships uſually 
Trading every year to London with Codd and Ling taken in 
his Majeſties Seas , as alſo other paits of Exgland, and here (ell 
them, and carry away molt fine gold, which is made into baſe 
gold beyond Seas, a great hurt to the Wealth and Strength of 
our Land, and hinderance to Navigation and Marriners, and im- 
ployment of the poor of this Nation, 

The Hollanders have made q Law in their own Country, that 
we (hall ſell no White Herrings nor other filh chere (upon penal- 
ty of confiſcation) becauſe they will have no other Nation to 
ſerve their Country with filb, but what they cake themſelves ; 
as well for the increaſe, as maintenance of Navigation, and ſet- 
ting their people on work, Hamborough likewiſe hath made an 
order that we ſhall ſell no Herrings there, before cheir Buſſes be 
come from Fiſhing, and have:ſold z1Il cheirs. Thus they take Her- 
rings in-his Majeſties Seas,make laws to crofs and hinder usin our 
own Sales, for the inriching, and ſtrenghening themſelves, and 
the increafing their Ships and Marriners.

Thus are we eaten ont of Trade, and the bread taken out c 
our mouths in our own Seas, and the great Cuſtomes carried 
from his Majeſties Coffers to Forraign Princes and States, by 
the greatne(s of their Buſſes, and the multitudes they take 19 
weeks before our great Fifhing begins at Tarmouth, and ou 
Fiſhing laſteth but 7. weeks with ſmall Crayers and Gobles 
where their great Buſſes continue the Herring Fiſhing 26 
Weeks together. 

So it appears how they make the Commodities of other Na 
tions ſerve their turns to enrich themſelves, and increaſe their 
Shipping and Marcriners, and to ſet. their people on work tc 
good beneht, ro enlarge thier Cities and Towns, and to ſtreng 
then, and fortifie them:ielves exceedingly ; and what an infinite 
ſtore of Wealth they bring into that (ma}l Country having ( 
flender a foundation as Fiſhermen, is admirable to behold, 

Thus they mke their Landmen Seamen, their Seamen Fiſher 
men, their Fiſhermen Marriners, Marriners Merchants, and « 
their Merchants Statelmen, to govern and make their Count 
proſper by long experience.

From the Thames Mouth all over the Coaſts of Kent, 
Suſſex, Hampſhire, Wiltſhire, and Doreetſhire , not ſuch ſtore 

f Cod, Ling, and Herrings; yet the like variecy of other 
Fin (and more) as the eyes of the Fiſhermongers of Londgn, 
the Country, and their Filhermen.can teſtifie, 

All over the Coalts of Devonſhixe and Cornwall , exceed- 
112 great ſhoals and. variety of Fiſh, with Pilchards and Her- 
rings 3 the laſt year .in Fwne, ſuch multitudes of Herrings 
came fo- near the Shoar of Claverly Key, and all over thoſe 
places, that the people wene with that ſmall provigon of 
Nets they had, and cook and drew them up- the Land in ſuch 
plenty, that they-were fold for. 4s, the thouſand, the num- 
ber of + Barrel, and were ſuch ſtore that ghey gave-them to 
their Hoggs to eat, and buried the. reſt in the ground, for Jack 
of Salt and. Barrels to preſerve them. 

Alo about 20. .miles from. thence ,. there was abFadance 
of Hecrings ſpread the; Seas,' but. the pegple togk no more 
ehen they could ſpend.preſently , for lack of-provilion to

All over the Coaſt of Jreland , Galloway, Slego, and the 
Coalts of Cannanyh to Balliſhazon, the Band, and the North 
of Ireland , Longford , Karickfargus , and Strengford, there 
is ſtore and variety of Fiſh ; betides the multitude of Col-, 
Lings, Herrings, Salmons, Seals, Porpoſes, Wherpoo), and 
Dogfilh. 

In the Mouth of Ireland, not far from Dwxnegal , there 
are ſuch multicudes of Herrings, that it is hardly to be be. 
lieved, ſo big and large that 3. Herrings make a yard in 
length : From Carlingford to Dundalk, the Bay of Dublin, 
and Waxford, Waterford, Bear-haven , Crooke-haven, and (o 
round about the Coaſt of Jreland the like variety, and Fiſh in 
abundance, | 

The French, Hollanders, Embdeners, Bremoners, Hambur- 
gers and others, Fiſh upon the Coalt of Englend, Scotland, 
and Ireland; and this is the difterence bermeen them and us, 
they go forth in June to ſeek the Shoals of Herrings, and 
having found them, do dwell amongſt them, coming along 
with them until November, taking them in great abundance ; 
and we ſtay till the Herrings come home to our own Coaſt, 
and ſome time ſuffer them co paſs by us before we look our, 
and fo looſe Gods blelling. 

All theſe Nations do beat upon all his Majeſties Coaſts for 
Fiſh , with great Ships take ' and carry away innumerable 
riches , when our little Boats, Crayers, aid Cobles, dare 
not Took out at Sea but in fair weather (for in fowl weather 
the Sea ſwalloweth them up ) neither dare they Fiſh far 
rom the Shore in fair weather their Boats are (0 {lender and 
ſlight, 
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The people of Jreland, and round about. the Coaſts of 
Enzland, after they have been at Sea and brought home cheir 
Veſſels full of Fiſh, will not go to Sea again for more till 
thoſe be(ſpent and they in debt, tall nece{licy compel|schemgun- 
leſs it be ſome few, and they proſper,yet they are loath co take 
roo much, leſt it ſhould betoo cheap, for they never ſeek other 
Markets but their own ; and our Fiſhermen go to Sea over 
night to take Fiſh to ſerve the Markets the next day , and 
ſome at 3. a clock in the morning go to fetch Fiſh, and yet 
retura home at 9. a clock in the ſame morning to lerve thetr 
Market with their Boats full, Laden with Cod and Ling and 
other Fiſh, and then to the Alehoule, drinking day and night, 
till all be ſpent, and they in debt, and can be no longer crult- 
ed, and then to Sea again for more. This is the life of theſe 
people where great riches is to be gotten. 

S.ich an excellent benefic hath God ſeat his Majelty and 
his Kingdomes, as , let all the Kingdomes in Cirittendome 
be put cogether , they are not avie to compare with the 
Filhing upon theſe Coaſts, nor yet the Spaniſh Indies : I (peak 
it knowingly. 

And furtherlet all the Mines of cthefe Kingdomes, as Lead, 
Tinn, Icon, Copper, Allum, yea, Cloth and Wooll be puc 
cogether, yet, the Fiſhing will do more good. to his Maje- 
ſties Kingdomes thea all cheſe, in.thele four. points.

domes in Lent; an. afterwards few or none to be had t11- 
till Auguſt. For inthe Eaſt and North Eaſt Regions, and (6 
ia molt Forraign Kingdomes and Dukedomes, cie Herrings 
are every days meat Winter and Summer, as well e> make 
them drink as to ſuffice their apperites, in (uch excee.ling re- 
queſt are the Herrings that there 1s great utterance for 
them in a'l parts through Chriltendome , and in the Heae 
then Countriesz (o that if we had 20. Score Buſſes, and in- 
creaſe them to 20, Hundred, yet is there vent enough and 
Kerrings enough for us all co take upon his Majeſties Goalts, 
God continue 1t. 

And for as muca as God hath ſent this exce!lene Bleſſing 
to his MaJefy above all other Kings, and that this huge
